A Japanese air fleet roared 
over the countryside about Peiping 
early Wednesday morning, drop- 
ping leaflets warning the Chinese 
populace to evacuate, after a full 
day of undeclared war in North 
China that extended from the for- 
mer dragon capital to the sea. 
Peiping, the airmen reported on 


their return to Tientsin, "appeared 
• city of the dead." 


"Not a single moving thing was 
visible," they added. 
The evacuation warning scat- 


tered over the countryside about 
Peiping told the inhabitants that 
they might expect further 
on- 


slaughts. 
WASHINGTON. (IP). Secy. Hull 
•aid that possible evacuation of 
American civilians from Peiping 
was being considered as "one even- 
tuality to be met in the present 
Slno-Japanese crisis. 
PEIPING. (UP). War between 
Japan and China rag-ed ferociously 
In the Peiping area Wednesday 
night while foreigners gathered in 
legation quarters for protection be- 
hind sandbags and the guns of 
their national troops. 


An American 
marine, Julius 
FUszar of Eaaton, Pa., was shot by 
mistake by the Chinese as he 
herded American refugees into the 
U. *S.- embassy compound here, 
where 250 Americans are being- 
protected. 
Similar foreign defense precau- 
tions were rushed in Tientsin as 
Japanese troops from the homeland 
streamed in thru Taku, the river 
port. 
The 
precautions 
recalled 


vividly the defense of foreigners 
during the Boxer rebellion of 1900. 
The major battling was in prog- 
ress in a wWe area south of the 
ancient Chinese capital.

The Chinese dragon, its patience 


exhausted, 
lashed back at last 
against 
the 
invader 
from 
the 
islands to the north and a show- 
down fight for possession of North 
China appeared in prospect. 


China's pride and fighting spirit 
was aroused and the Chinese jubi- 
lantly announced important victor- 
ies outside Peiping. Japanese, on

Bombs, Arson and Gunfire 


Shatter Peace as.King 


Reaches Belfast. 


BELFAST, 
Northern 
Ireland. 


IIP), Terrorists shattered the peace 
of Belfast and Ulster's Free State 
border with, bombs, arson and gun 
fire Wednesday in hostile greeting 
to King George VI and Queen 
Elizabeth. Police blamed the out- 
break on Irish republicans. 


While the king and queen, on a 


coronation visit, were driving to 
the Belfast city hall thru crowded 
streets, a gas main explosion a 
half mile away boomed thru a 
wide area of Belfast. It came as a 
climax to a night of terror in 
which customs houses were burned 
and a railroad bridge was dyna- 
mited. 


After 
the 
British 
sovereigns 


were received at the city hall, at- 
tended a state luncheon and a gar- 
den party, and saw. a parade of 
youth organizations, investigators 
decided the gas explosion probably 
was accidental. 
However, the royal ulster con- 


stabulary at Belfast said they were 
investigating- the possibility that 
the blast might have been caused 
by a land mine. 


Burn 28 Customs Houses. 


Other explosions and disorders, 


including the burning of 28 cus- 
toms houses between Carlingford 
and Bundoran, were attributed to 
a "big- plot," rumors of which nad 
reached the ears of authorities last 
week. 


Crowds lining- the streets cheered 
the king; and queen on their drive 
thru the city. The throngs started 
gathering- Tuesday night and hun- 
dreds ate picnic breakfasts in the 
streets to keep their places. 
At the city hall the king replied 


to an address of welcome by say- 
ing: 


"We cannot thank you enough 


for the kindness and warmth of 
the welcome you have given us. 
We are delighted to find ourselves 
among you once again to renew 
our acquaintance with our loyal 
people of northern Ireland, whom 
we wish ever increasing- prosperity 
and happiness." 


The 
Belfast 
explosion broke 


scores of windows and damaged a 
customs building. A child playing 
nearby was injured, but because 
many workmen were elsewhere to 
see the king and queen there were 
no other casualties in the usually 
crowded area. 


A Million People Gather. 


The king and queen heard the 


explosion, but no change was made 
in the coronation program.

that a Philadelphia charity should 
receive $3,000 after each broad- 
cast, Representative Fish (r-N.Y.) 
had accused the president's wife 
of using a tax loophole. Jackson 
was called at the insistence of re- 
publican committee 
members to 


explain the ruling.

HOURLY TEMPERATURES. 


The state general fund tax levy for 1937 has been raised 


by the state board of taxation from 1.76 mills last year which 
was a political campaign year to 2.64 mills this year which is 
not a campaign year, an increase of SS/100 of a mill. The board 
is under the law required to raise enough by its levy to meet 
appropriations made by the- unicameral legislature. 
The explanation of State Tax 
Commissioner Smith is 
simple. 


"The legislature increased biennial 
appropriations over those of the 
former legislature by $813,556.75," 
he said. 
"The board must levy 
taxes this year sufficient to pay 
half of this increase. In addition 
it was taken into consideration 
two years ago by the board that 
the treasury had on hand $1,200,000 
of liquor taxes' in the 
general 
fund. There is now none of this 
liquor tax in that fund, it having 
been turned over to the state as- 
sistance fund by act of the legis- 
lature. These two matters plus a 
decrease of 52,601,000 in the val- 
uation of property this year ac- 
counts for the increase in the state 
tax levy." 
The basis of 
the 
new 
levy 


adopted by the board shows that 
with the legal additions of cash 
on hand and estimated income the 
levy of 1.76 mills last year would 
raise $3,625,771 In property tax 
while this year with the 
same 
basis being used the levy of 2.64 
mills will raise $5,429,108, thus the 
present levy will cause the tax- 
payers to pay $1,803,337 more 
property tax than they did last 
year.

Court records at David City dis- 
closed emzezzlement charges ac- 
cusing Reynolds of taking $30,876 
from Nina G. Sanley in a deal are 
on file there, but no warrant has 
been issued. 


Gov. Cochran said he had talked 
with the county attorneys of Sew- 
ard, Butler, Gage and Lancaster 
counties "where complaints are on 
file," and each of the county at- 
torneys has advised him he will 
prosecute Reynolds if he is re-

Jap war machine, however, is in- 
spiring. It might seem that there 
was something to all this talk of 
a rejuvenation of Chinese national 
morale. 


The defense of Madrid has 


tightened to the extent that the 
rebels seem unable to make any 
progress against it. The strength 
ot the 
government forces 
has 


giown steadily during the year of 
war which it has survived. The 
govcinmcnt began the campaign 
on the defense. It has developed 
strength to the point where offcn- 
si\e drives ha\e been undei taken 
from time to time. Even at that 
the shenglh of Spam is not im- 
picssive in a world of powerful 
and heavily armed nations. It is 
'the determination of the defenders 
of Madrid that commands icspcct 
the world over. 


When the hoiibe voted to give 


the president six $10,000 a year 
assistants, the comments of Rep- 
resentative Snell and Representa- 
tive Fish wei e illuminating 
Mr. 


Snell, 
republican 
floor 
leader, 


charged that this pioposiUon is 
unreasonable, ns everyone knows 
Mr. Fish shouted that the measure 
was an attempt to concentiatc 
power and set up a fascist or com- 
munist regime 
Mr. Knell's com- 


ment is obviously icasonable 
Mi 


Fish's is the usual outburst of 
prejudice, he being ro imbued with 
hatreds that he does not even t>eem 
to distinguish between fascism and 
communism. Fish's usefulness has 
been largely cle-st i o\ oil by his in- 
tolerance nnci fanaticism. 


Vice President Gnincr ha1- ad- 


mitted that he prefers fishing to 
his summer task at the senate. 
That 
is not at 
all unnatural 


Mo^t people would prefer fishing 
to the drowsy task of presiding 
en or the --cnate. Such prpforonrn 
is t.asy \rlv.le the pay chot k tolls 
in e\ evy month whether or not 
one aiduously pursues his ap- 
pointed task. If Garner had lo 
answer loll call c\ 01 y WOL!C day 
moinmg, or punch a time clock, in 
order to get his money, he piob- 
ftbly would prefer sticking to the 
job. That he does not, however, 
should not excuse him from respon- 
sibility. 
The people who punch 


clocks and pay taxes to furnish 
the vice president with his salary 
expect him to remain on the job. 


Mexico has bocii headed in the 


direction of prohibition ever since 
Cnrdcnns went into office and is 
getting closer all the time. 
The 


president is pretty well satisfied 
that Mexico would be belter off 


physically and economically if the 
burden of alcohol were lifted from 
the shoulders of the Mexican 
people. 
As a i csult moi e and 


moie drastic icgulations are being 
imposed and President Cardenas 
has a new prohibition campaign 
which goes into effect this sum- 
mer. It classifies drinks as slightly 
alcoholic u hich contain 5 per- 
cent 
alcohol, alcoholic 
if 
more 


than 5 pot cent and it specifically 
prohibits the manufacture and sale 
of bevei ages with more than 60 
percent alcoholic content. 
What 


Mexico needs now is a sober, in- 
dustrious population. 
The gov- 


ernment proposes to aid sobriety 
by cuibing the alcoholic content of 
drinks and making it easier for 
addicts to avoid alcohol. 


INTERFERENCE. 


The senate has passed the bill 


icgulatmg the length of freight 
trains on railroads. Necessity or 
good reason for this law is denied 
by lailway opeiatmg officials gen- 
erally. Modern railroading- 
has 


been keyed up to the place where 
long- trains are handled safely. The 
saving- to the roads is apparent. 


Millions of dollais nave been ex- 


pended in making roadbeds and 
motive power for this sort' of use. 
Coal trams of 125 cars are com- 
mon on the Illinois divisions of the 
Burlington railroad and on other 
•ailroads. Such ti ams are not 
unknown on Nebraska 
railroads. 


Long; strings of cars can be moved 
over a division with one engine 
and one crew at a minimum of 
expense per carload, where if 
divided into two trains with two 
engines and two crews the ex- 
pense is much greater. Operating 
officials agree as to the economy 
and safety of Jong- train operation 


The legislative divisions of this 


country have not gone far enough 
in safety legislation 
and 
safety 


studies to tell the railroads what 
may or may not be done 
with 


proper results in that line. 
The 


recoi d of raih oad managements 
in safety work stands almost alone 
in production of desirable results 
It is economy and good practice 
for railroads to operate safely. 
Their accomplishments there arc 
matters of record. 


Interference 
with proper rail- 


road practice is costly to shippers. 
The railroads do not pay the bill. 
When raiJroad organizations force 
on the roads costly and unneces- 
sary restrictions the shippers pay 
the bill. The Nebraska farmer who 
sends his wheat to market and 
the stock grower who uses the 
railroad or the truck to market 
his hogs and cattle must pay the 
:ost. Shorter trains ^nean higher 
freight rates. The public must pay, 
either now or eventually. 


There is the conflict of the farm 


interests and organized labor. That 
is one of the reasons why there- 
can be no lasting political merger 
between the farmer and 
organ- 


ized labor. The United States sen- 
ate was not regarding the farm- 
er's interest 
nor industrial and 


consumers' 
interests, 
when 
it 


passed the train length bill. It was 
a prize thrown to organized labor, 
while the farmer stands on the 
sidelines and counts the costs of 
minouty bloc influence. 


SUGAR LEGISLATION. 


A statement 
from the depart- 


ment of the interior says that 
Senatoi O'Mahoney 
of Wyoming 


has assei ted that the opposition ot 
the department of the interior is 
preventing enactment of pending 
sugar legislation. The depaitmcnt 
statement says, "The senator and 
the country should know that the 
people who are preventing enact- 
ment of the sugar bill aie the east- 
ern seaboard refiners, 
who 
are 


selfishly 
insisting that there be 


contained in this pui ely agncul* 
tural measure a provision to give 
them a more complete monopoly 
of the refining of sugar, by setting- 
up discriminatory 
trade barriers 


against a laige group of American 
citizens." 
The issue is discussed 


nt length by the dcpaitment. 
It 


defends the right of Hawaii, the 
Virgin islands and Puerto Rico to 
pi ociuce and refine sugar under 
the same law that is applied to 
domestic producers and refiners. 
It alleges that the barrier which 
would be imposed by refiners, it 
they had their own way, would 
place an extra burden on the home 
consume!, and add to the cost of 
ono of the necessities of life. 


Tho suo-ar situation is intiicatc 


and involved 
The assertion has 


been made in the past that capital 
from this country to the extent 
of 700 millions hag been invested 
in the sugar plants of Cuba «nd 
the West Indies, and that influ- 
ences 
ieprosentin<? this 
capital 


ha\e in the past at least, had much 
to do with framing legislation af- 
fecting thnt industry. In the early 
days of this ndmmistratitfn 
the 


president himself was quoted by a 
well known Ncbraskan m a way to 
show lack of concern over the fate 
of the sugar industry here. 
Secy 


Wallace was once quoted in the 
public prints as saying that beet 
sugar production in the United 
States was bad economy. After 
that came restrictions on acreage 
thnt checked development. Lnter 
benefit." mny have aided the grow- 
er? but dni not tend toward indus- 
try expansion. 


Sugar producers of tho middle 


west have 
never b*rn satisfied 


with the administration 
attitude 


towaid the beet sugar industry. 
This country produces only 27 per- 
cent of the sugar it consumes, and 
its capacity for production is prob- 
ably much greater than the de- 
mand. 


EVIDENCE OF FAIRNESS? 
The fact that the national labor 


relations board has come under 
attack from all sides, from em- 
ployers and from employes, as well 
as senatois and spokesmen of the 
Hugh Johnson caliber who feel 
that the board is not working to 
the best interests of industry, is 
not necessarily evidence in sup- 
port of the contention that the 
board is unfair. The president may 
be correct in his assertion that the 
board has been fair to both sides. 


There may be cases where the 


board has been unfair to one side, 
at least in that side's eyes, and 
other cases where it has been un- 
fair to the other side, as some will 
see it, but all the while the board 
may have been making a sincere 
attempt ot fairness and may have 
been reasonably successful. 


The experience of the board is 


not an uncommon experience in 
the field of arbitration. In fact 
it is a very common development. 
Any one who has stepped into a 
fight in order to atop it knows 
something 
of 
the 
trials 
of 


the labor board. It is human na- 
ture for the 
combatants, when 


kept from attacking each oner, 
to bo^h turn on the arbitrator. 
The policeman who has stopped a 
street fight, the neighbor who has 
interfered in a family quarrel, the 
nation which has accepted the task 
of settling disputes between other 
nations, all know that the Innocent 
third party who has no particular 
inteiest in the fight, except that 
of preserving the peace, often be- 
comes the target of both com- 
batants. 


The fact that the board has be- 


come the object of attack by both 
sides may be to its credit. It is 
evidence to support the contention 
that the board has been fair. If 
the board had favored one side or 
the other, support f i urn tha fa- 
vored side might be expected. At 
least the favored party would not 
participate in the attack on the 
arbitration group. 


FOOTNOTES. 


Just as the machinist works in 
iron and 
steel, so the 
pattern- 


maker works in wood, writes Prof. 
Fronmelt, Marquette university, in 
the Milwaukee Journal. He is one 
of the most important links in the 
industrial chain that keeps 
this 


modern world of ours throbbing 
with'the whirl of machinery. The 
automobile, for example, would be 
impossible without the work of the 
patternmaker. 
He 
fashions 
in 


wood so that the molder can dup- 
licate in iron and steel. 
He is an attist 
in 
wood. He 
stands between the designer and 
the molder. Much of the 
type- 


writer with which I am writing 
this article first existed in vood. 
The 
patternmaker 
received 
a 


drawing 
from the designer 
of 


many of the parts which he ma.Jp 
into wood. These were used as 
patterns by the molder, who cast 
them in iron and aluminum. 


Perhaps we can get a better idea 


of the work of the pallprn maker 
if we watch him at work. He scans 
carefully a blueprint on his work 
bunch, where he has a kit of tools, 
tvhlch we will not even attempt to 
r.ime, they are so manj and so 
varied. He reads this Blueprint ag 
you and I would the punted page. 


After a few minutes ^e seems to 


have solved what to us (Ouks like 
a puzzle. Now he lays our a dia- 
gram on a board, from which he 
takes his 
measurements 
Then 


carefully selecting lumber 
from 


the rack, he cuts, turns, fits, glues 
and 
carves 
pieces 
of different 


kinds of wood. These he then as- 
sembles piece by piece and finishes 
the assembly exactly to his mea- 
surements. 


If we return some time later we 


will recognize the cylinders of a 
locomotive such as the Hiawatha, 
only that now it is in wood 
It IP 


life size, in fact a trifle larger to 
allow for the shrinkage of 
f he 


metal when cast in the foundry. 
Let us see what the pattei nmaker 
has done thus far. He has pictured 
this pattern of locomotive cylin- 
ders in his mind and his imagina- 
tion from the drawings and made 
it live in wood. 


This is skill, even aitistry cf the 


highest order. 
He has read the 


bliiepnnt as we lead the page of 
newspaper print. And he not only 
;ictured this cylinder casting1 m 
is mind before he went to the 


lumber rack, but he saw how c-ich 
pau of \\ood fits into the othcis. 


This is the first chief character 


of ji good patternmaker—he mu^t 
have an imagination that can he 
trained to picture these things that 
aie on paper long before a tool i« 
touched to wood 


Second, the 
patternmaker op- 


plies his arithmetic and geometiy 
as easily as we play a game 
If 


you would be a successful pattern- 
maker, be sure that you can learn 
to like and 
apply 
such mathe- 
matics. 


Examine carefully this cylinder- 


casting in wood. Notice that it is 
exactly to dimension and do not 
fail to appreciate the neatness, the 
finish and the cleancut appearance 
of the whole job. And this is the 
third qualification: Be neat and 
exacting in your work if you would 
be a patternmaker. 


Your training 
for this 
trade 


must come thru an apprenticeship 
generally of four years. The very 
minimum in class room education 
is the eighth j?rade. In few other 
trades does school work count for 
*o much 
An Ambitious pattern- 


maker apprentice will avail him- 
self of every opportunity lo ex- 
tend his education by vocational, 
correspondence or night schools, if 
possible. 


MORE OR LESS PERSONAL. 
County Clerk Morgan had a call 


from a family a day or so ago 
which wanted to know whether a 
bounty could be drawn on a pet 
coyote that had died. The county 
clerk at first hesitated about pay- 
ing out a county dollar. He ex- 
plained that the bounty was for 
coyotes killed. If '.heir pet coyote 
had been found dead he did not 
know whether a bounty ought to 
be paid. 
Then he decided that 
he was getting too technical and 
told them to bring in its scalp. 


Lancaster 
county 
now pays 


bounties only on coyotes. 
There 
was a time when ciows and crows' 
eggs, and gophers were included 
In those days Lancaster county 
offered a bounty on crows' heads. 
Saunders county paid on crows 
feet. It was discovered that crow 
hunters were bringing the heads 
to Lancaster county to get this 
county's bounty and taking the 
feet to Saunders county. 
In an- 
other instance a man brought in 
the scalps of some puppies. J. R. 
Bennett was then county commis- 
sioner and he detected the at- 
tempted deceit and turned 
the 


puppy scalps down. Occasionally 
the county clerk used to find a 
robin's head or the head of some 
other bird among the crows' heads. 
One man brought in a sackful of 
crow heads and drew $54. 


Political and governmental re- 


sponsibility or defense, together 
with desire of the individual to 
go places, perhaps are public bene- 
fits when it"comes to holding down 
tax levies. The state is in a little 
different position from the city and 
county. 
Expending 
agencies of 


the parent division of government 
have little control over the legis- 
lature which pulls the appropria- 
tion string. A state administra- 
tion, in fact, is pretty much at 
the mercy of the lawmakers in this 
respect even tho the governor does 
hold a fairly efficient whip. The 
state levy is to be higher for 1937 
largely because of the supply and 
demand—a 
lower 
valuation 
as 
source of supply and a longer and 
fatter spending yardstick. 


The legislative influence again 
this year dips into the county be- 
cause of the act authorizing levy 
of an additional half mill, one mill 
all told, for relief. 
This item is 
alone responsible for the title in 
the Lancaster county levy. 
Get- 


ting down to the city of Lincoln 
there is no pressure handed down 
From the state's legislative cham- 
ber. 
And with the city running 


its own business, the levy is to be 
no higher. This, at least, is the 
unofficial promise. 


With a new form of city gov- 


ernment having its initial tryout, 
its custodians are in much, the 
same position as members of Ne- 
braska's first 
unicameral, 
altho 
the latter did add a bit of new fuel 
to the appropriation fire, some of 
it because of executive recommen- 
dations. 
Members of the new 


seven-man council appreciate the 
spot they are in. This appreciation 
extends to three directors. Success 
or failure, they realize of the new 
order depends largely on their suc- 
cess or failure as legislators and 
administrators. A higher mill levy, 
with the brown taste it usually 
leaves, must be strictly avoided if 
the public is to be encouraged in its 
riigh grading of the present form. 
This undoubtedly is a protective 
element for the public benefit. 


Bob McGmms, general agent for 
the Northwestern railway at Lin- 
coln, has letued. In the years since 
Bob began as a railway trucker at 
Fremont he has served the lailroad 
in many capacities. 
He came to 


Lincoln as the general agent April 
1, 36 years ago. One of his most 
interesting experiences was as a 
fireman on switch engines in the 
Chicago yards during the strike of 
firemen and switchmen a few years 
ago. He was relieved at that time 
temporarily of duties of general 
agent at Lincoln. He served two 
months at 
that 
work. A little 
later, during a strike at Council 
Bluffs, he was an engine herder at 
the roundhouse for three months 
In contrast to that work, from 1910 
to 1931 he has been looking after 
the taxes of the railroad in Ne- 
braska, in addition to other duties 
He ig credited with having saved 
his company more than $15,000 
each year he was in that service. 
During a patt of the time he has 
been m Lincoln he has looked after 
the mteiests of the railroad at the 
legislature. He has 
been active 


and employed in almost every rail- 
load capacity. 


Lincoln will part with Mr. Mc- 


Ginnis with regret. At the same 
time it will welcome his .successor, 
J. M Peters. Mr. Peters will come 
to Lincoln from the position of 
traveling agent for the road at 
Huron, S. D. The change will be 
made on Aug. 1. 


Ed Flynn, executive vice pres- 


dent cf the Bui lington, doesn't 
think the tiam length limit bill 
passed by the senate is wise legis- 
lation. 
"Nebraska fai mers, who 
have not had good crops for aev- 
01 al years, cannot very well afford 
to pay highei freight rates," he 
hays.

Prophylaxl* Against Malaria. 
Traveling; from Mexico City up 
to Orizaba lecently, secure in the 
knowledge that we were immu- 
nized against smallpox and against 
typhoid and paratyphoid A and B 
we were much disturbed when a 
medical friend observed in his 
beith a mosquito of the Anopheles 
breed. 
That is the breed of mo- 


squito that carries malaiia. The 
doctor recognized the critter 
its characteristic position, 
body 


nearly perpendicular to the sui- 
face 
on 
which 
the 
mosquito 
alights. 
We were uneasy because 


we had not taken any quinine 
Of couise, not every Anopheles 
mosquito carries an assortment of 
malaria plasmodia. 
Fortunately 


for us this one apparently had no 
specimens of the malaria organ- 
ism with her on that trip. I say 
her, for it is the female of the 
species, 
never 
the 
male, that 


craves human blood. 


Residents in districts known to 
be malarial may take the regular 
prophylactic dose of quinine, ten 
grains, daily and remain immune, 
but they can't keep this up indef- 
initely. Travelers or visitors who 
stay a few days or a few weeks 
may and should take their daily 
ten grains of quinine as long as 
they remain in the district. 


Modifications or improvements 


on quinine have been introduced 
with the usual claims of superior 
therapeutic effectiveness and free- 
dom of untoward by-effects, but 
on putting- these neiver i emedies 
to the test of actual practice the 
results, again as usual, have not 
borne out the promises made for 
the new medicine. One called plas- 
mochin too frequently produces 
toxic symptoms and even physi- 
cians use it only with special cau- 
tion. 
Another called 
atarbrine 


may prove more effective in the 
treatment of some cases of ma- 
laria where, for one reason or an- 
other, quinine is not applicable, 
but there is some uncertainty as 
yet concerning the toxic proper- 
ties of this drug. 


The prophylactic dose of qui- 
nine, ten grains a day, is merely 
the average dose suggested for 
adults. A child of ten years may 
take five grains a day. An adult 
taller or heavier than the average 
may take 15 grains a day. 


If chills and fever occur, of 


course, the treatment is a medical 
problem and should be prescribed 
by the physician who sees the pa- 
tient and knows the conditions. 
Where no physician is available, 
perhaps the best plan is to give the 
patient ten grains of quinine every 
three hours for three doses daily 
—that is, 30 grains each day, as 
long as chill or fever continues or 
recurs. 
When the acute symp- 
toms subside, the quinine should be 
continued in smaller doses for a 
period of six or eight weeks, say 
ten grains a day for 50 days. 


Altho a daily dose of ten grains 


of quinine will prevent the devel- 
opment of symptoms of malaria it 
will not necessarily prevent infec- 
tion if one happens to have a run 
in with an Anopheles female who 
carries malaria organisms. 
For 


this zeason it is wise to continue 
the daily dose of quinine for a 
month or more after leaving the 
malarial region.

A military spokesman at Nan- 
king asserted that Chinese troops 
captured 300 crated Japanese war 
planes at Fengtai, Japanese base 
south of Pelping, and that Chinese 
stormed and captured the town of 
Yangtsun, 16 miles north of Tien- 
tsin, where Japanese were in oc- 
cupation. 
Jubilation Increased when the 
foreign 
office at Nanking an- 


nounced that Sadao Miyazaki, a 
Japanese navy seaman whose al- 
leged "kidnaping" brought Shng- 
hai—disguised as a Chinese coolie. 
The shame and helpless rage 
that China had endured for years 
under the persistent pressure of 
ambitious Japan were succeeded 
by jubilation that sent thousands 
out into the streets of such cities 
as Changhai and Nanking, explod- 
ing fireworks and shouting praises 
of the 29th Chinese army. 
It is the 29th that is doing the 


fighting at Peiping agains the 
trained masses of the Japanese. 
It looked as if the 29th would 
take its place along with the his- 
toric 19th route army which to 
the astonisment of the world gave 
courageous resistance to the Jap- 
anese at Shanghai In 1032. 
To add to the rejoicing it was 
reported that Gen. Yin Ju-Keng, 
bond of the Japanese sponsored 
regime which has exerted author- 
ity in a portion of opei province 
in northeast China had fled with 
200 
bodyguards and that 
his 
regime was at an end. 
It was asserted that Yin's "peace 
preservation corps," or militarised 
police, had deserted to the Chinese 
army. 


Express Grave Concern. 


TOKYO. (UP). American Am- 
bassador Joseph C. Grew and J. L. 
Doclds, charge d'affaires of the 
British embassy, expressed 
the 
"grave 
concern of the 
United 
States and Great Britain over the 
Chinese situation Wednesday. 
Both visited Foreign Minister 
Koki Hirota, and to him, in a 
discussion of the crisis, told of the 
anxiety lest the fighting at Peiping 
develop even more tragically. 
It was reported that Hirota told 
the envoys that the government 
clung to hope that xthe situation 
might be localized and ended by 
negntltion with north China au- 
thorities. 


Under the Japanese system, the 
cabinet was powerless to act. The 


irmy took its action In starting a 
Peiping offensive on ita own initia- 
tive. In Japan, the war minister 
is responsible not to the premier 
but to the emperor alone, and the 
minister Is named by the army. 
The war ministry announced 
that Japanese casualties in north 
China totaled 42 killed and 113 
wounded. 
The Domel 
agency 
reported 


from Tientsin that the Chinese had 
made an unsuccessful counter at- 
tack on Liangfabg, captured, by the 
Japanese. 


Domei also said that a Japanese 
freighter was fired on by Chinese 
troops near Taku. 


May Invoke Neutrality Act. 
WASHINGTON. (UP). Invoca- 
tion of the American neutrality 
act against both Japan and China 
appeared imminent as 
reports 
from the Peiping-Tientsin area in- 
dicated large forces of Japanese 
and Chinese troops were engaged 
in actual, if undclared, war. 
The law 
compels President 
Roosevelt, "when he shall deter- 
mine that a state of war exists" 
between two or more nations, to 
proclaim the fact. 
Automatically 
smbargo provisions of the law g*o 
into effect, and it becomes unlaw- 
ful to sell or export arms, ammuni- 
tion or implements of war from 
this country to either of the bnl- 
ligerents. 
The question 
confronting 
the 
president and Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull was that of determin- 
ing: when-a "state of war" exists. 
In officials quarters- it was indi- 
cated that the answer to this ques- 
tion will depend largely upon 
whether the Chinese national gov- 
ernment at Nanking sends recog- 
nized central government troops to 
the support of the beleaguered 29th 
route array now under heavy at- 
tack in the Peiping area by Japa- 
nese regular troops. 


F.D.R. Keeps Close Watch. 


WASHINGTON. (UP). President 
Roosevelt is "keeping close watch" 
on the Chinese-Japanese situation 
with special interest on safety of 
Americans marooned In Peiping, 
the white house said.

Solid Wood Pieces 


I GROWING PAINS 


By ELEANOR ROSS 


ONE CAN never know enough or 


too much about the appointment" 
of the home This is especially true 
of furniture and we always are 
astonished to find out how little is 
known about woods in general and 
veneers in particular 
To dispar 


age a piece of furniture because it 
is veneered is comparable to yelling 
get a horse to a passing motor- 
ist 
And so it somewhat amuses 


us to hear people boasting- about 
solid mahogany or walnut furni- 
tureToday approximately 90 per cent 
of all furniture is veneered for 
many excellent reasons 
Much of 
the feeling against veneer has been 
inherited but just the same it is 
groundless 
The veneering jobs 


used to be so poor that naturally 
there was a feeling against ve 
neered furniture But today veneer 
ing is marvelously done and it is a 
costly job too 
We were amazed 


to discover that furniture built of 
laminated plywood and veneer con- 
struction costs the manufacturer 
more to produce than furniture of 
similar quality made of solid woods 
These and many other pertinent 


facts we learned last week while 
going through a great furniture 
factory 
We learned that veneered 


plywood will last longer and serve 
better than solid wood 
Beautj In Veneering 


Veneering isn t a matter of finer 


wood, overlaying a cheaper type of 
wood but rather an intelligent use 
of those woods best suited for the 
purposes for which they are intend- 
ed—a strong wood for strength 
then a beautifully grained wood for 
beauty Thousands of years ago it 
was discovered that certam woods 
if cut very thin would produce rare 
patterns of beauty 
These thin veneers with their 


beauty of gram and color were 
glued to the plain sturdy surface 
of sundry pieces and the result was 
an artistic achievement but an ex- 
pensive process if really well done 
But with the age of invention came 
machines to cut venders at various 
angles from tree trunks from the 
burls crotches and stumps of mar 
velously- grained 
woods 
Then 


came improved methods for proper- 
ly drying woods improved glues 
and more efficient presses and fin 
ishing- methods 
The plywood panel usually con 
sists of three or five layers of wood 
of varying- thicknesses 
The mid-

AT THIS time of year I alwajs 
tell you something about the com- 
mon skin complaints of summer 
Some of these disorders are present 
during the winter but are more 
prevalent at this season 
In hot 


weather the skin is subjected to ir 
ritation and inflammation because 
of excessive perspiration and expo- 
sure to the sun 


The fair and blond Individual Is 


particularly susceptible to blem 
ishes of the skm 
In his case this 


can be traced to excessive exposure 
of delicate tissues and overdoses of 
sunlight 
Such persons suffer from 
dermatitis or inflammation of the 
SKin because they have difficu'ty in 
obtaining a protective coat of tan 
In fact some of them cannot enjoy 
the general benefits of sunshine and 
must avoid it or suffer the conse 
quences 


Perhaps the most common sum 


mer affliction of the skin is that 
condition known as nngworn This 
is unusually prevalent during the 
summer 
months 
because 
large 


numbers of persons make use of 
the public beaches and swimming 
pools 


Ringworm is caused by a para 
site which burrows Its w ay into the 
skm 
It may attack any portion of 


the body but it most commonly af 
fects the feet 
When it is confined 
to this region it is known as ath- 
lete s foot 


Guard Against It , 


This infection can be guarded 
against by wearing slippers and 
avoiding all contaminated beaches 
and contaminated pools I am glad 
to say that proper hygienic meas 
ures are now being enforced 
In 


consequence the disease is not so 
prevalent as in former years 


Impetigo contagiosa a terribly 
big term is one of the most disfig- 
uring and annoying infections of 
the skm frequently seen at beaches 
camps and other summer resorts 
It is especially prevalent among 
children 
It is extremely conta 
gious and is quickly spread from 
one child to another 
This disease 
is caused by a germ or parasite 
spread among other ways by in 
fected dogs and cats Adults some 
times acquire the infection in beau- 
ty parlors and barber shops 
With 
present methods of control the evil 
is almost extinct 


If the disease is encountered in a 
child it is best to put him by him- 
self so that it will not be spread to 
others 
Fortunately 
it quickly 


subsides upon the application of a 
mild and soothuig- antiseptic 
The 


doctor will prescribe tMs necessary 
application 


There are many other summer 


skin disturbances Often they are 
not caused by germa or parasites 
but may occur after eating certain 
foods 
For example during the 


•mmmer 
months many persons 


break out with so called rashes 
after eating sea food 
tomatoes 


berries or other food substances 
to which they are unpleasantly sen

famous clovei leaf at Columbia in 
1921 when he ran away from the 
pack by a 9-stroke margin—the 
only golfer who has ever stam- 
peded an open field to any such 
extent. 


THE MENTAL SIDE. 


AFTER his mind was diverted 


from golf 
to a 
Connecticut 


farm, 
including tractors,

zen more than a year's hard tour- 
nament hammering to get adjusted 
again. 


Championship golf goes on the 
mental side. It goes when keen- 
ness leaves and concentration be- 
gins to slip.
